they will be held in Buffalo, It Is doubtful
it any of them will attract as widespread
interest as the Minpeapolis meeting. First
of all, the convention I8 a working body and
for this reason a8 the organization han
grown the representation in the national
meeting has been decreased to prevent Its
ever becoming unwieldy, for while the work
of the executive committes I8 most effective
It I upon the floor of the convention that
the real questions of the organisation are
settled. In addition to the brilllant women
found among the national ofMecers, the state
delegater, being appointed, as they are, by
the state executive committee, are com-
posed of the stropgest women of the as-
soctation, and this fact, comblued with the
conventlon's method of working, has al-
ways attracted a large representation of
the prosa. This representation will be larger
than usunl this year and will include women
from nearly every state in the unlon.

The meeting this year Is of unusual in=
terest to Nebraska women ae it is to this
atute that the association has been dAl-
recting speclal attention of late, and be-
cause they stand for suffrage pure and sim-
ple some of the largest and strongest
woman's clubs of the state have declined to
federate with the state organization of
woman's clube,

This year New York has the largest rep=
resentation of any of the states, It having
twenty-nine delegates. JTowa has twenty-slx
and Nebraska comes third with eleven; Col-
orado, Ilinols and Wisconsin each have ten
and Kansas, Mlssourli and Minnesota seven
ench and North Dakota fve. Nine of the
eleven from Nebraska have been appolnted,
